LAST APPEAL!!! 

JEFFERSON IO l HE PEOPLE OF KENTUCKY. 

Fellow -Citizf.xs: 

Alt you who are willing to be slaves say, A Y E!!f! 

The question of legislative right and judicial pow er has assumed 
an attitude more portentous than ever. The usurpations of Judg 
es become daily more interesting and more alarming. Assuming 
the principle that the remedial laws in existence when contracts 
are made, constitute their obligation, our lormer Court of Appeals 
decided, that the legislative power of Kentucky cannot relieve our 
citizens by delaying the collection of debts in any case whatsoever 
thus making void by their fiat, laws which hail been enacted by 
the representatives of the people and imnicrnonaliy sanctioned by 
judicial authority and even by themselves; and in pursuance of the 
same principle they revived repealed laws and applied them to can 
ses in litigation before them. This power of annulling and reviving 
laws approached so near direct legislative power, it was predicted 
(hat ll Uiey were suffered to proceed, we should soon witness pvsi 
tiveand direct judicial legislation. At the time the decision was 
given, a considerable n«ajcrity of the Legislature was in favor o. 
checking usurpation in the bud by removing the Judges from oltice; 
but as there wa« not sufficient strength to remove them by address, 
the majority made au appeal to the people that they might deter- 
mine w hether they would resist or submit to the new powers as- 
sumed by that department of their government. By an increased 
majority , the people decided iu lavorof resisience; yet the judges 
clung to tiioir seats and determined to force their new principles 
upon an unwilling country. On an attempt to remove them by ad- 
dress, they denied the right of the legislature to remove them iu 
any manner for error of opinion, and declared they would persist 
m he id mg and exercising judicial power to the last extremity, 

'i he rigut of the pcqpie through their icp.esentatives to correct 
the errors and abberatfcns of their government being thus denied 
and defied no inode ot dealing with thtir obstinate functionaries was 
left, imt a direct exercise oi powc r, and the* * legislature cast about 
them to learn in what mariner it might be most effectually exerted. 
By a fair construction of the constitutions of Kentucky and of the 
Lulled States; by the language employed both by Congress and 
our Legislature to denominate the acts organizing the two Supreme 
Courts; ny the declaration of the Judges of the Supreme Court of 
the U. Siaieo that their Court was created by act of Congress; by 
analogy with tue constitutions arid law s of other states; by the pre- 
cedent set and the language used by the democratic party in < di- 
gress wheu legislating out the sixteen federal judges in I 80 1-2; by 
frequent removals ol judges in our own stale by the abolition ol 
courts; and especially by the republican principle of responsibility 
and obedience to the public will in all the functionaries ot govern- 
ment; it appeared that the Com l ol Appeals was established and 
created oy acts of the legislature and might be overturned and 
destroyed by a repeal of those acts. ! brough this avenue, there- 
fore, it was determined, that the old Judges should feel the power 
ol tne people and our judicial system be purged from the errors 
which had corrupted us very head. Accordingly all acts ol assem- 
bly establishing, organizing and modifying the Court ol Appeals 
were repealed; the old Judges removed by the destruction id their 
oliices; and a new Court organized with a variety of improvements 
in the syslgin and filled with judges whose know n opinions coincide 
with those of the people and who are united with the legislative 
aijd executive power in opposing the encroachments of the teder- 
al J udges. 

Alt the departments of our government were now about to move 
t on in ouediei.ee to the will and iu support ol the rights of the peo- 
ple, and harmony was about to be restored to a distracted country. 
pBuliu, the demon of fact on raises his frightful head and shakes his, 
j grizzly beard. A htnabie aristocracy, supported by banks, lawyers 
\ uiercnams and monied men, deteimined on one more effort to con- 

S q.icr the people aud grasp the reins of government. Shouts of 
"rev^tiUion' lesound through the stare, and the old Judges and Ihcii 
paruzaas raise the cry ot 'const lotion violated' with the hope of al- 
* aiming tue country into submission to their domination. Alerting 
succeeucd meeting, and such was the noise and clamour raised by 
our hypocritical Cromwells and Caesars, that the people of other 
Mat a mgau to liiijD'k t lie citizens of Kentucky were about to cruci- 
fy tneii lAilhkil representatives. 

At this crisis, Lhe question as to the constiutionality of our re- 
plevin iaws was beiur the Supreme court of the United States 
In i.illJ tii ;s $ 1 1 /ject had been agitated before the Circuit Court for 
the disti ict ol Jcveutueuy and both Judges, i odd ami Trimhle,de- 
c: ;ed tiieiji to be constitutional. But cotemporaneously with the 
decisions oi our Courts revolting against the power of the people, 
the subject was again agitated n that tribunal, and Trimble had 
gone over to the enemy Todd, however, maintained bis integrity 
aud the CvG. i being thus divided the question was carried up to 
the supreme Court ol tue United States. That coiossal power 
seems to have deemed this a tit opportunity to take another fearful 
stride iu the march or usurpation and consolidation. ’Hie din rais 
ed oy the Court Tarty here; ii.c reports of public* meetings iri which 
Uie Legislature was denounced w »th j itter vengenrr; every sound 
that was watted on tne western hr* eze and the zealous echoes of 
aou.t* ol tne Kentucky def lation in Congress, inspired that tribu- 
nal with Li»e firm enruvictiou. that those who supported the cause 
ol iu«- people were smiting beneath a resistless flood of public in- 
dignation, and that now was the time to rent the fetters which 
they Gad prepurcu for free Kentuckians, and ultimately for their 
feiiow citizens mother slates, 't he mandate, therefore, went 
forin. I hoy did not even deign to say in aid of their Kentucky 
coadjutors, that replevin laws wore unconstitutional; l-ut they at 
once declared, that noue of the state execution laws are obligato- 
ry on the federal courts and directed their inferior tribunals t< 
Lrui codes ol their own, pawing no more regard to slate laws than 
they might tiiiak proper. 

I his decision is founded on a plain perversion of the language 
and evident intent of Congress, violates one of the fundamental 
principles of the constitution, and is an outrage on free represen- 
tative government. By the 34th section of the Judiciary art pas- 
sed by Congress in 1739, it was provided, that “the law s of the sev- 
eral states except where the constitution, treaties or statutes of 
the c rated States shall otherwise require or provide, shall he re- 
garded as rules of decision in trials at common law in theC ourtsnf 
tne United States in cases where they apply .” Another act pn-sed 
ul the same session, adopted “the forms of writs and executions ex 
cepi theirstyie aud inode of process &n. in suits at common law now 
Uoed in the supreme court of each state, Ac. These acts wore re- 
pealed in 1792, and another act passed, providing that in the feder- 
al Courts, “the forms of writs, executions, and other process, cx- 
cept their style, aud (he forms and modes of proceeding in suits" 
should be the same in each state as used iu the Supreme Court of 
that state iri all common law suits, “ subject however in such altera - 
fauns a. id additions as the said courts shall, in their discretion , deem 
expedient, or to sack regulations a < the Supreme Courts of the United 
stales skull think proper from time t*> time, by rule , in prescribe to any 
district or Circuit Court: Provided, that on judgments in any of tin 

case* aforesaid , where different hinds of executions are issuable , in suc- 
cess!) < , * capias a tsatisfaciendui being one, the plaintiff shall have 
his eh ction to take out a ca.sa. in the first instance.” 

The obvious intent of Congress in all these enactments was. that 
the federal courts in all their proceedings, should observe the 
forms of w rits and the wanner of proceeding in suits, used in thej 
Supremo Court of each state, except that either the inferior on 
supreme court migh change the form .and manner whenever they j 
might deem it expedient. But was it ever imagined, that under) 
the expression ft , nodes of proceeding n? suits* 9 was confcred on the 
Courts th** power to pass execution laws, to subject property to 
execution not subjected by state laws, to disregard and overturn 
the w hoh* policy of the states in relation to the tenures both of per- 
sonal and real property? No: Congress did not intend to transfer 
such a power to the Courts, and they could not have effected it, if 
they had. The constitution declares, that '■'■the legislative j'l-wcr 
of the Undi d States shdil be rested ' in a Congress, and it impossible 
that Congress can transfer that power to the Judges. As well 
might they, t ransfer it to the President, and dissolving themselves, 
cliange the governmt of the United States at once into an absolute! 
monarchy. It is therefore apparent, that Congress did not, and |

code ol Buies or Laws, coextensive with their jurisdiction and ap- 
plicable to proceedings in all the District and Circuit courts 
throughout the Union; but they have lett it to the inferior courts to 
pass the laws which they may think expedient in their respective 
districts. In obedience to this high authority, thecircmt and dis- 
trict J udges in the Kentucky district, have compiled their code 
for tne regulation of the people of this state, which is as follows; 
[The ‘Rules’ have already been published m the Argus.'] 

In this code the Judges have adopted generally what has been 
the law of Kentucky, making marginal references to the several 
statutes, as ifwith a design to cover the enormity of the power ex- 
ercised by them- But it is evident, that these 4 Rules’ derive their 
w hole binding force, if any they have, from their adoption by the 
Judges, and not from any enactment of the state Legislature from 
which parts of them are copied and are just as much an act of dir- 
ect legislation as if the Judges had placed “6* it enacted” at the 
commencement and used original phrases and new provisions in 
every rule. 

In the first section of this judicial code, our new legislators re- 
vive imprisonment for debt, w hich the representatives of the peo- 
ple had declared should oe forever abolished within the limits of 
Kentucky. Women ;.s well as men arc subjected to this barbarous 
law, and they have the presumption to direct their confinement in 
Kentucky jails, as il this state is to he made the instrument of her 
own degradation! The provision relative to the prison bounds in 
the 6th Rule, is wholly equivocal. If it refer lo the bounds as es 
tablished by the laws of the stale existing in 1792, Which only , says 
the Supreme Court, were adopted by the act of Congress, then 
the bounds are but ten acres. Hit refer to the bounds established 
by our last act of Assembly, then the Judges have adopted a law 
which was n t adopted by the act of Congress, and have thus direct- 
ly t xe reused legislative power. The adoption by the judges of that 
which was not binding without such adoption is as much an act of 
legislation as w - u!d be the adoption of a statute ot Ohio by the 
Legislature of Kentucky. But these ‘Rules’ not only revive im- 
prisonment fur debt against men and w omen in defiance of thr po- 
licy of the state, but they add to its oppression and injustice as for- 
merly practised understate laws. 1 he 3d and 4th rules authorize I 



jon w hich the creditor may sue either in the federal or state courts? 
Is it thestate laws or this judicial code? Or has it two obligations, 
afcdtral and a state obligation, either of which the creditor may 
enforceat his pleasure? And is the stale obligation unchange, 
able, while tiie^fcderal obligation maybe impaired or destroyed 
j according to the whims and caprices of two judges? These absur- 
dities prove the baseless nature of the w hole system of judicial us- 
urpation with which Kentucky has been harrassed, and would 
seem sufficient to prevent further strides. But determined usurp- 
ers, backed by power, never stop to explain inconsistences or a- 
void absurdities. The l ight of the slates and the people to make 
laws for their own government, is to be tramped in the dust, and all, 
our arguments, though clear u‘ sunshine and convincing as a voice 
from Heaven are to be answered by a tap from the marshal ordering 
ns to jail. Csesardid not stop lo reason with the Roman Senate, 
because he had devoted legions at his heels; Cromwell found a pli- 
ant army the most effectual answer to all the remonstrances of his 
I parliament; and Bonaparte silenced all tiie eloquence of the 
j French legislative assembly by the ‘glitter of bayonets. Where 
there is power and a determination to use it. we seldom fine much 
regard paid to reason or consistency. 

I But this code contains, if possible, a broader and more alarming 
instance of direct legislation. The act of Congress adopting the 
state laws as the execution laws of the federal courts, was passed 
!on the ttth day of May 1792. This act says the Supreme Court, 
only adopted the state laws then in existence. The act of Kcntuc- 
j k y subjecting lands to sale under execution was passed Dec. 17th 
1792: Of course, this act of Kentucky subjecting lands to execu- 

tion, w as not adopted by Congress, and w as not obligatory on the 
federal courts. Nor has there been, from that day to this, any act 
! of Congress or any act of our General Assembly, which, accord- 
ling to the principles of the Supreme C ourt, authorized the :nar* 
j shall to sell the lands ot Kentucky by virtue oT any process fioin 
jibe federal courts. \ et this judicial code provides, that land shall 
j be sold under execution by the marshal. This instance of notori-

'J his 
was more politic and more humane than the system prescribed in 
this new judicial code. It was more politic, because when the 
debtor had served out his tune, the deot w as forever dis* harged, 
whereas dunng hall a century’s imprisonment the debt w ill not 
accumulate, it was more humane, hi cause existence iu the light 
of the sun fanned by the pure air of Heaven u ilL power to move 
and act, is pieieia^le under almost any master, to the gloomy, 
camp anu narrow wuiis of a pusou. A no why may not these J udg- 
es, by the same pow er in virtue ol winch they order us to prison 
lor debt, order os to he sold! Why may they not as well dispose 
of our liberty to a purchaser who mil pay our debt as to a marshal 
01 jailor who will pay nothing for it? surety they may sell as w ell 
aS imprison us, and 11 wouiu not be very wonderiul were w e soon 
to see tree Kentuckians set lip ana souq y the mat siial like very ne- 
groes! Nor would it he a'greatcr outrage Ilian dragging them to 
jail lor uebt, except th»u the latter has once been tolerated!

Kmc, allows a credit sale 01 Li.i ce mouths, which is adopted and 
assented lo by the same two Judges! 'J he ground of ail these dc- 
ciaio'tS was. that replevins and credit sales ‘impair the obligation 
01 contracts,' and that all state laws allowing them, are therefore 
unconstitutional and void. Yet these two jueges take il upon 
theu Selves to “impair the obligation of contracts” w ithout cere- 
mony, anu ov their adoption, to make a voiu act of assembly valid 
and mi ding’! Is not lias icgisiulioii with veugence! J’hey first 
declaim a > ate law unoonstitui ioual and void; they tken luru 
roiinu, pi cm up 1 his voiu law, adopt it 11 . to then ‘Rules and thus 
makcil c. rsutulidiiai aud binding’! 'Jins exceeds the power of 
ddcpiiug valid state laws; it surpasses the pou er of makiug 
origmai sialules; it is taking* tiiat which fell dead from the 
j.aous oi the people's representatives ami breathing life into it! 
VesiLUey raise thedeau; they give hie lo that which was born 
dead; Ihcir power exceeds that of The ii/ighly creator; they animate 
that to hi ich he can give neither life nor motion! Is not this a 
mockery on the people s power to pass lawsjjy their representa- 
tives! bi ail the Judges leli them, that replevin laws and credit 
sales are void, wheu authorized by the duiy enacted laws of the 
land, out may he made valid oy their fiat! Dare they assume leg- 
islative powers which they deny to the people! V es; they dare it. 
Here is tue first fruits of their presumption, a^d 11 me people he 
true to themselves, it v^ill be tue last. 

It is well known, that vvuen tins cude was first prepared, it allow- 
ed a replevin ami a credit sale of twelve monins. \\ nether that 
looked too much like judicial relief, or whether it placed judicraj 
legislation in too glaring a light, or wlielheihe agents aud law- 
yers df the Banks interposed, i know not; but it s«> happened, that 
oelore the bill passed, the replevin and credit sale were reduced to 
ibree months. But the same power which could make it twelve 
mouths or three, could make it one or a million, and a-power which 
has ueen cellared ui sale m t. e hands pf the people's representa- 
tives,^ now iound to reside in ail us pUiutude 1.1 the breast of the 



J udges! 

It is thus, that the judicial usurpers, state and national, sot all 
consistency at defiance, and relying on their talents and power, are 
determined to force on the counliy, their very contradictions as 
truths sacred as Gos| el revelation. Let any man read this judicial 
code, and then askhimseliiu sober earnestness, what becomes fo 
all the lawyers clamor about the sacrtducss of the obligation oi con- 



law s, they may, by the same right, overturn the permanent policy 
ot Virginia or any other state, by prescribing; that their la;<ds shall 
; be sold under exT*culmt) tor w ha t they will bring. What would 
\ yginia, where lai d*, are not subject to sale for debt at all, or Mas- 
sachusetts where lands are valued ond delivered over to the credi- 
tor at the appraisement, say the government of the nation, were 
tiny to see ihc policy by which they have been governed forcentu- 
, lies, ovei turned iu one day, by an order of two judges? Would 
•they not hurl .the usurping law-makers from their judicial throne, 
!or shake this unim to its centre ! Would they see the foundations 
oi their permanent pi licy upturned v. ithont their approbation or 
consent, ai d sit down quietly under such a system as despotism in 
the plenitude of its power, might choose to prescribe to them, io 
lieu of the laws enacted by the people? 

I It may well he doubted, whether Congress itself has power, by 
auy system of execution laws, to overturn and destroy the systems 
oi the stales, whether they have grown out of recent events or been 
consolidated by the practice of ages. ^ure it is, that it is asuh- 
ject which Congress never dared to touch. The representatives of 
the people in Congress uever dared to direct the imprisonment of 
debtors contrary to the laws enacted by the representatives of the 
peopie in thestate legislamres; they have never dared to order the 
lands of Virginia, Massachusetts and Ohio to be sold for what they 
will bring and without appraisment, or to interfere with the sys- 
tems 01 execution laws of the several slates. Rut what was never 
dared and never 1 oitl be by the legislative power of the Union, 
which only can possess the right il it exist at all, is dared by the ju- 
dicial power, and the systems of the states arc to be made the 
sport ol men's caprices w ho acknowledged no responsibility to the 
! people! It is idle lo think of two systems of execution laws in this 
state, or any other. The national courts must conform to those of 
the states, or those of the states must cpnform to that of (lie nation. 
But which ever shall prevail, let it not be prescribed by irresponsi- 
ble judges, but by the representatives of the people. 

'This judicial code is limited in its operation to the boundaries of 
Kentucky, ft is Del a national law obligatory through the Union; 
hut is made for exclusive use in this this state, il is legislation for 
Kentucky by a power distinct from that of her representatives and 
and irresponsible to her people. She is treated like the province 
of a great empire, over which proconsuls or governors exercise the 
i power of the distant king. The Supreme Court do not, because as 
yet they dare not, adopt an uniform code of execution laws for the 
iwhole empire which they aim to control; hut they sutler the prin- 
ciple to operate and advance by degrees, through the agency of 
their inferior tribunals. The local Judges can adapt their codes 
in home* degree to the customs and usages cftl e people, taking a 
clause here aud there from the state law s and fortifying themselves 
I by abundant references, showing the source of the principles which 
j they adopt. All these codes m the various slates will !>e made 
• gradually to depart from the state systems and assimilate them- 
Iselvesto each other, until, in the end, the mask will he thrown off 
and the supreme ( unit will come out with its universal system 
which shall pervade the Union and eventually force all the states to 
conform their codes to its stern provisions. I bus will Hamilton 
have accomplished his gland object, and through the agency of an 
independent judiciary . will thestate governments, the chief shield 
of civil liberty, be annihilated or reduced to insignificance and con- 
tempt. 

'There is another circumstance attending these judicial laws 
w hich stamps their character and gives us a fort taste of wh it may 
be expected by ready submission to the power which has passed 
tl.eirf. Although they direct the body of the debtor to he imprison- 
ed contrary ttf every known law in Kentucky; although they pre- 
scribe a replev in, credit sales and sales oflaud in a form unknown 
to the laws of the state; and although they enter into numerous de- 
tails which il is essential for the unfortunate debtor to know; yet t 
no order was made for their publication. Il was always a rule in 
Imperial Rome, 111 despotic France, in degraded Russia, and in- 
deed in every government ancient and modern, free or despotic, 
tl.at no law shall he obligatory until il he published or placed 
where the citizen can approach it with ready access.

power. 

By the 14th Rule, the Judges, by tjieir exceptions, virtually as- 
sert the right of submitting to execution every species ol property 
now reserved by state laws, even the widow’s right of dower! V 
man has a qualified property iu his wife and child, uml what shall 
prevent that sovereign power which can subject his body to impris- 
onment and sweep/every other species of property under the ham. 
mer, from directing the wife and child to be sold, until their labor 
shall have paid the debt of their husband or father! I do not be- 
believe the passions and corruptions of this Republic have retailed 
in their excesses, those of ancient Rome; but it becomes us to a* 
void the principles which were there abused to the vilest ul purpo- 
ses. There a conupt Praetor, through his fowl instruments, some- 
times caused the lovely virgin to be sold for her father’s debt, and 
made her the victim of his foul lusts. We do not fear such conse- 
quences now; because our Judges and Marshals are not so uxpi in 
cipled and so base. But loott at the power they assume. It is that 
ofiinprisoniug our bodies and selling our properties, even to the la- 
bor of our wives and children. Think how. by a single and secret 
order, they may direct the widow, wife, and daughter to be £*«• *zed 
and put at the will of a merciless creditor, and yon may 'have some 
idea of the extent of the power which is assumed and tin* danger uf 
its future abuses when the sceprreshail pass into hands less pure 

Shall we sleep, like the Romans, until roused uy m one indignant 
Vtrginius, made desperate by the ravishment of a beloved daughter? 
Shad our state he made a province, and ourselves be su'jected to 
laws, in the rr. akin? ot wliicu w e have no voice? Why did our 
fathers sever the British empire and raise up this splendid repub- 
lic out of the dismembered fragment? It was not because the tax 
or three pence per pound uj»«»o tea, was oppressive, or because 
they were unwilling to pay it, provided it had been levied by their 
own representatives and applied to the support of'v government in 
which their voice could be heard. Bui it was the principle assert- 
ed by tiie British parliament in laying this tax, which drew 1 Be 
sword from its scabbard aud drenched a continent in blood. Men 
who were not elected by them ami not responsible B* them, as- 
sumed the right to make laws for their government, to bind them 
in all cases w hatsoever. It was t his claim of power, not its oppres- 
sive exercise , which excited our forefathers even unto blood* 
'There was no interference with the codes adopted by the provin- 
cial legislatures for tbe transfer of property under execution there 
ivas no attempt, by v irtue of acts of parliament, to subject the la d- 
ies ofir.cn and women to perpetual imprisonment contrary to ii»e 
statutes of the colonies. No; our fathers did not wait for this; but 
resisted a claim of power which only tended to these results. But 
in these latter days, the officers of a government created >y our- 
selves, officers not elected by 11 s hut little more responsible to us 
than Britisli Lords and Sr Common:., possessing no mere right to le- 
gislate lor us than the King and Parliament, have transcM T d the 
power which they exercised aud done an act more infant lor /a d 
and more daring than that which I d to seven years’ lire aud car- 
nage. VV'hat did our fathers fight for? Was it merely to ex- 
change a foreign despotism for a domestic one? Was it *0 sever the 
colonies of tiie British empire from the parent stuck, that tin y 
might form provinces for a new consolidated' and ty rannical gov- 
ernment? No; they fought for freedom of legislation , lor the privi- 
lege of making Ihcir own laws and adapting* them to their peculiar 
condition and circumstances. 'They would as soon have heard of a 
return to the British yoke, as a consolidation of these stnt*s under 
one government, tiie J udges of which, like the Satraps of ancient 
Persia, shoulJ give law lo the various sections and hold in tin ir 
hands the liberty and property of the subject. And to would I. If 
I must he governed by a despot, let him live bejond the Atlantic, 
If 1 cannot resist his power, 1 may then avoid his notice and escape 
his vengeance. 

Can any man believe that the power assumed l.y the Judges was 
intended to he conferred on them by the constitutuon of ibe United 
States? Had this judicial code been presented to the state conven- 
tions which had it under consideration, as the natural and neces- 
sary fruit of the instrument Uiey were they w ere discussing, would 
it have received the sanction of a single state! No They thought 
they were securin g the freedom purchased in the revolution and 
not surrendering it. ll is impossible, that the framers of l lie con- 
stitution intended to cheat the people out of a representative gov- 
ernment, or that the people intended in adop'ing il, to bow tht ir 
necks to the yoke. 1 lie desire of some of the members of the con- 
vention to destroy thestate governments, was well known. Alex- 
ander Hamilton openly avowed it and proposed asystem of govern- 
ment framed speedily to accomplish that end. His plan was to 
have a President and senate for life, and vest in them the appoint- 
ment of Governors of the stales who should have an absolute vet- on 
all acts passed by tiie state legislatures, while Congress siumfd 
have power to pass 'all laws whatsoever.’ By this plan, no siate 
law coulu be enacted without the consent of the Governor app ant- 
ed by the national authorities. What have we now! Why, we 
have officers appointed for life by the national authorities, who do 
not indeed possess an absolute veto on all state legislation, but as- 
sume the power of legislation themselves in defiance of the stale Le- 
gislatures! Hamilton's Governors' could make no law y v.rlueof 
ihcir own power, unless il had previously passed the sta’e legisla- 
tures; hut these Judges make laws to bind the people Without con- 
sulting their legislature , and in this exercise of power, even sit the 
acts of that body at defiance.] Coextensive with the granted and as- 
sumed jurisdiction of their court, the power exmeised by thesa, 
juges, exceeds that intended for Hamilton’s Governor's. I he lat- 
ter could only prevent the passage of a stale laic; the former actually 
pass laws themselves.

But the in 
lelleclnal energies of a young and thrifty nation 
cannot for ever be confined to imitation. ’I t v 
will find a more summary cetirse to distinction', 
than to yield to others the privilege of making the 
model aud deciding alone upon the merits of U. t i ; 
imitation. 

Whore all the physical, moral, and iui'-l- 
leclual powers of acouniry arc developing them- 
selves with such astonishing rapidity, it woi Id bo 
strange indeed, if the stronger and holder minds, 
should not break out into some new channels, and 
show forms and modifications peculiar as the cir- 
cumstances oy which they arc influenced. 

We moan to watch ihe efforts of native genius fc 
talents, and reDder to them the honor (hey di serve. 
Bill we meau not to encourage a childish national 
vanity. We can afford to discriminate amoio- our 
productions. And while we bear decided testimo- 
ny to the merits of those which are worthy, we 
shall never shrink from our duly lo administer sea- 
sonable and salutary reproof upon those, which 
have nothing to recommend them but the perse- 
vcrcnce of their authors in obtruding them upon 
the public. 

We deem the subject of education one of na- 
tional importance. No nation can cither obtain or 
preserve their freedom, without attention to it. 
1 he public morals — the public rcligiou — and the 
public happiness depend directly and essentially 
upon the means and efficiency of the public instruc- 
tion. We believe this is one of the spheres, where 
human exertion may be applied with Hie greatest 
hope of accelerating the progress of improvement 
wmch characterizes our age. We cannnol stale, 
in few words, what we think has been done, and 
what remains to tie done in this important de- 
partment of tinman knowledge.
